!Tm a dead man/ 1 Kiilam 
quoted his brother as saying. 
'Tve run as far as I’m going 
to run." 

1 Wanda Kiilam, the dead 
Man's wife, reached yesterday 
to Dallas by the Pensacola 
Hews- Journal, said her hus- 


band had been questioned sev- 
eral times about the assassim- 
lion by federal agents,. 

Kiilam died beside a broken 
shop window on a Pensacola 
street March 19, 1964. His threat 
had been slashed. 

Police said the death was an 
apparent suicide. The coroner 
called it accidental, 

Bari Kiilam, a 38-year-old car 
salesman, has asked Escambia 
County solicitor Carl Harper to 
exhume has brother's body to 
determine the exact cause of 
death. 

Harper aaid. he took a abate- 
ment from Bad Kiilam yester- 
day morning and would investi- 
gate immediately. He would not. 
discuss his investigation except 
to say he was seeking concrete 
evidence, 4 "not suspicions" 
Harper said he planned to talk 
to New Orleans Dost. Aifcty, Jim 
Garrison, who is conducting the 
assassination probe*
